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Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-26 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: When read as a 
whole, claims 1,9, 15, 21, 23, and 25 are allowable with respect to the following limitations: 

With respect to claims 1, 9, and 15, the primary reason for allowance is the Umitation of 
the generation being based upon function prototypes corresponding to the interface functions of 
the service to be tested. 

With respect to claims 21, 23, and 25, the primary reason for allowance is the Umitation 
of generating a dynamically loadable kernel module (DLKM) containing the pseudo device 
driver based upon the one or more function prototypes of the service to be tested. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
